I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Tenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  Public  Health  uork  co.rried  out  by  me  in  the' Bourne  Urban  District, 
this  boihg  for  the  year  1939,  The  report  is  condensed  for  the 
sake  of  economy. 

Refuse  Collection. and • Disposal.  No  change,  ' Reasonably 
satisfacljory  for'  the  time  being. 

Sewerage  and , Seu- , ago  Disposal.  No  change.  Vrf’orking 
satisfactorily. 

Closet  Accomodation,  ’ Two  pail  closets  converted  to  Water  Closets.

Tv/o  notices  were  given  requiring  submission  of  Lists  of 
outworkers,  as  required  bj?'  the  Factories  Act  1937,  Section  110,

1 Goat, 
24  bags  of  Rice'(  Y/arehouse ' sweepings)  wore  condemned  as 
human  food  but ' passed' for ' chicken  food.

One  Retail  Purveyor,  suspected  of ''mixing  ungraded  with 
graded  milk  and  selling  it  as  Grade  A v/as  warned  after  an  explanation 
had  been  given.

Disinfections.  Seventy-one  disinfections  wore  carried  out  during 

the  year. 

Housing,  Eight  houses  v/erc  demolished  following  Demolition  Orders 
and  One  was  demolished  voluntarily,  during  the  year. 

One  Demolition  Order  v/as  made  but  the  house  wo.s  not 

demolished, 

’There  are  now  Five  houses  remaining  upon  which  Demolition 
Orders  are  operative. 

, One  house  and  part  of  two  others  were  closed  as  unfit 

for  human  habitation,  and  the  house  is  being  used  for  storage 
purposes. 


Ten  ne¥/  houses  have  b^en  erected,  and  one  j^arrahouse 
converted  into  two  cottages.

Tho  doTClopmont  of  FiOld  No.  436  { botiTooh  Mill 
Drove  and  Harrington  Street)  was  at  last  becoming  a reality  when 
War  broke  out  and  stopped  it. 

Plans  for  ti(o  houses  to  be  eri^cted  by  Private 
Enterprise  under  tho  Housing  ( “financial  Provisions)  Act  1938 
were  approved. 

Moveable  Duellings  , One  site  v/as  licensed  for  use  for  Moveable 
Di'/ellings  during  tho  year,  making  five  such  sites  in  all  in  tho 
District , 

Air  Raid  Precautions,  ■ The  pressure  of  A.R,P.  v/ork  was  extremely 
heavy  throughout  the  year,  necessitating  disorganisation  of  the 
ordinary  Departmental  work,  but  the  essential  work  was  maintained, 

I attended  tho  Homo  Office  School  at  Doncaster 
for  training  in  H.E.  and  I.B.  Control,  and  as  tho  Town’s  A.R.P,S. 
Instructor  have  been  responsible  for  the  appropriate  training  of 
tho  personnel  of  the  several  A. R.P. Services , 

I was  appointed  Chief  Billeting  Officer  for  the 
Urban  District,  In  February  -a  detailed  survey  was  made  by  a number 

of  Volunteer  Helpers,  and  a re -survey  in  November,  and  the  necessary 
plans  for  billeting  evacuees  prepared,  I look  to  the  Council  for 

their  full  support  in  what  v/ill  prove  a difficult  task. 

Notices  served.  Five  Statutory  Notices  and  74  Informal  ^'‘otices 

were  served. 

Complaints . Twenty-seven  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with.
